Benjamin F. 
Pritchard, 
the 
rightful cognomen of this m an,if criminal 
annals go for 
anything, Las been a 
crook” of tlie m ost slippery species 
since boyhood. 
H e reached San F ran­ 
cisco about 7 ago years from his father's 
hom e near Quincy, Illinois, and shortly 
after arriving there is said to have en- 
red in the questionable business of 
__ ling out half interests in mythical 
businesses to the verdant country-m an 
who happened to fall into his clutches. 
During a residence of about a year and 
half in Han 
Francisco, “ Hayfork” 
Pritchard amassed a competency, went 
into one of the Bay counties, bought a 
sm all farm and settled down. 
Pastoral 
life seemingly did not agree with the 
m an. 
He sold out his ranch and return­ 
ing to Han Francisco, engaged in the oc­ 
cupation of contracting with farm ers for 
the sale to them of a patent hayfork he 
claimed to own. 
His schem e was said 
to be to travel through the interior with 
a confederate. 
He carried a model of 
his patent hayfork along, would exhibit it 
to some green tiller of the Boil, ami have 
him sign a written contract, by which he 
agreed 
to 
pay 
a 
certain 
figure 
for one of tlie forks on its delivery 
to him 
at a 
certain tim e. 
Hums 
varying from $20 to $100 were said to 
have been collected as “ binders” to the 
sale, from his victims. 
Of course the 
farm er never got his hayfork, and never 
again saw the festive Pritchard. 
His in ­ 
dulgence in this kind of business earned 
him the title of “ Hayfork” Pritchard. 
The m an finally came to grief. 
H e was 
arreBted in Contra Costa county, jailed, 
bailed out 
and 
then 
fled 
to 
Han 
Diego. 
He was there captured and 
returned 
to 
tlie 
North. 
He 
is 
said 
to have 
managed, by the ex- 
penditnre of the m ajor portion of a 
ilethoric purse, to settle the 
case, 
'ritchard then went to Han José and 
while there mad» the acquaintance of 
A. N. Reed, a business m an. 
lie, It is 
alleged, tried to work the confidence 
game on Reed, but failed, and then 
came to this city. 
H ere, 
with 
a 
can federate, one Conn, who, when last 
heard of was driving a delivery wagon, 
Pritchard worked the “ land contest” 
game on several parties. 
He next went 
to Pomona, and while th ere m ade tlie 
acquaintance of a very young and very 
pretty woman nam ed Jennie Crowder, 
who was visiting relatives there. 
Pritch­ 
ard ingratiated himself into Miss Crow­ 
d er’s favors to such an extent as to in­ 
duce her finally to accept him as a suitor. 
Things were progressing nicely when 
Mr. Reed, of Han José, reached Pomona, 
and it turned out was th e betrothed of 
Miss Crowder. 
Before Reed had tim e to 
tell his fiancée who Pritchard was, the 
latter induced th e girl to m arry him by 
mutual consent. They are said to have 
fled together to a little town called 
Otay, some m iles south of Ban Diego, 
where they lived until the 8th of February. 
Then they moved to Han Diego, and it is 
said they stopped at tlie Laclede House 
as m an and wife. 
They resided in Han 
I 'iego two m onths and tiien went back to 
Otay. 
After about a m onth’s residence 
there Pritchard told Mias Crowder he 
hail business in Han Diego that would 
keep him from h er a m onth.

On Monday last, Pritchard f irm a lv in­ 
stituted suit against Reed to recover 
Miss Crowder. Tlie young woman denies 
she ever contracted to m arry him , and 
denies siie ever lived with him as his 
wife. 
Reed is of ono of th e wealthiest 
and most respected families in San Jose. 
Naturally he feels keenly th e disgrace at­ 
tached to Prichard's brazen proceedings, 
hut lie seems determ ined to fight, as a 
special detective pas-ed through th e city 
yesterday en route to San Diego, to 
thoroughly investigate the case.

l’orhap* no piece of humor in the 
memory of the oldest politician surpasses 
in itownrlght juiciness the resolutions of 
tho Chicago Republican National plat­ 
form which aro devoted to our morchant 
in-trine, navy and coast deteneos. There 
is a positive richness in these deliveries 
which ia worthy of all praise, if tliev are 
to ho considered strictly from the comedy 
(standpoint. From 1800 to IKS4 tho Re- 
publioan party was in absolute posses­ 
sion of all departments of the Govern- 
mont of the United States. During that 
r-eriol the foreign merchant marino of 
this country hus shrunk from n rank 
next Imhind anil close to that of Great 
Hritain to comparatively nothing. Ab- 
itorhod in its work of fleecing the con­ 
sumer, and interested only in building 
tip monopolies and protecting favored in­ 
terests, tho Republican party cared 
ii'Ahtng for our foreign commerce. 
Everything that entered into the con­ 
struction of a ship was so heavily 
taxed 
that our shipwrights were 
comimlled 
to surrender the com- 
{■etition to the ship builders of the Clyde. 
If anything was «tone during that long 
period, larking only a year of a ipinrter 
of r century, to build up American ship­ 
ping, it has escaped our attention, and 
wo ttiink it will be exceedingly ditlicult 
for any Republican to point it out. For 
awhile the decadence of American ship­ 
ping was explained by Republican ora­ 
tors and editors on the ground that the 
Alabama had been very active on the 
high seas, and that Uto otlior Confedér­ 
ate cruisers had m ule it very ditlicult for 
the American merchant marine to carry 
on its theretofore profitable work. This 
argument served very well until 1865; 
hut afler that date, it became positively 
idlly. Tho repressive policy of tho Re­ 
publican party after 1865, proved to be 
far more restrictive than the utmost ef­ 
forts of tho Alabama and her consorts 
hail been. Tho paiaful shrinkage in 
American commerce became even more 
remarkable after the close than during 
the continuance of tho war. 
Then, as to our Armaments and fortifi­ 
cations, we do not see that any tiling 
prevented the Republican party during 
that long period from putting New York, 
Fan Francisco, Boston, and other import­ 
ant. coast cities, in a condition of defence. 
There was nothing to estop them from 
using tho highly protected ironworks at 
Pittsburgh and elsewhere in the manu­ 
facture of ordnance of the modern 
standard. If our memory serves us 
right, they did not even make the effort 
to supply the "plants” reeded to cast 
the guns of long range and largo caliber 
which tho present status of oilensivo and 
defensive warfare absolutely requires. 
If such cherts have been made, let the 
Republican hloviators cite them. 
Ixit 
them give time, place and circumstance 
aa to any |iatriotic efforts made by their 
party, during that long and melancholy 
saturnalia of jobbery, to redeorn from 
unblushing effrontery this specially men­ 
dacious clause of their platform. 
Ah to tho navy of the United States, 
t to record is still more melancholy. 
While hundreds of millions of dollars 
have t.oon spent on our navy since 1865 
—the closing year of the war—what is 
there to show for it? The government 
of the United States seems to have l>eon, 
under Republican auspices, the veriest 
tool of Republican jobbers like Roach, 
who reveled in millions, largely appro­ 
priated to Republican campaign expenses, 
until the advent of a Democratic ad­ 
ministration, with its honest methods of 
uccGuntahility and reform, forced him 
into bankruptcy. The shameful record 
of Robeson and other Republican Secre­ 
tan»» of the Navy, piled upon tho second 
administration of (Jen. Grant a load of 
obloquy from which the lloro of Appo­ 
mattox never recovered. Ono of the 
sensational episodes of the later era of 
Republican misrule was the sinking of 
ono of these Republican-built men of 
war with the Secretary of tho Navy on 
board, that official having l>een rescued 
with great difficulty from a watery grave 
on that memorable occasion. 
To-day the only vessels in tho United 
States Navy that meet any of the require­ 
ments of a modern ship of war have t«en 
built under the honest Democratic ad­ 
ministration of (trover Cleveland. A 
good beginning has been made to rescue 
the United States from its position of 
ignominious helplessness, and the people 
will see to it that this auspicious start is 
not made of no avail by a return to tho 
old, corrupt and wasteful methods of the 
Republican party. 
Truly there is something worthy of ad­ 
miration in the hardihood of men who 
are not afraid to face the American peo­ 
ple with bqcIi unblushing mendacity. It 
was a noted Republican politic'an who 
acquitted liimself of the aphorism that a 
lie well stuck to is as good as the truth. 
There was a time in the history of the 


United States when this was true. It h 
true no longer, as the gentlemen who 
formulated the Chicago platform of 1888 
ill find to their cost.

N o lle I’rn g »«•**. 
•lodged by tlie standard of substantial 
improvements which are now under way 
in the city of l.os Angeles, this munici­ 
pality is passing just now* through the 
moat prosperous (terlod it has ever know n. 
Thera is nothing meretricious about this 
state of things. Buildings of great archi­ 
tectural pretensions and of a magnitude 
fitted to adorn New York, Chicago or 
Paris are going up on every hand. Bus­ 
iness blocks costing $150,000, and private 
residences that cannot he finished and 
properly furnished short of $7-5,000 are 
not infrequent incidents of this improve­ 
ment impulse. They are being erected 
by people who know what thev are doing 
and who can pay for them. There is not 
only a great settlement under way in I/>s 
Angeles county just now, hut the area of 
lands devoted to production is extending 
rapidly. 
Farming proper, with the 
profitable # incident of market gar­ 
dening, is increasing greatly in all 
directions. Moro money can be made in 
truck gardens in the rich bottom and irri­ 
gated lands of law Angeles county than in 
any other portion of the United States. 
In many vegetables two or more crops 
»an he taken in the same year from the 
same ground, and irrigation is of itself a 
sufficient fertiliser. The cultivation of 
fruijH, both of the subtropical and tem­ 
perate /.ones, is also being extended. 
Our vineyards are widening every year, 
the few orange trees sacrificed to the 
oorner-lot craze are more than being 
made good by the great acreage of the 
citrus fruits which is daily coming into 
bearing. Financially matters are on a 
healthy basis although speculation 
received a much needed check. Our 
hanks aro on a most excellent footing 
and capital from abroad is (lowing in 
daily, not only from the Fast but from 
San Francisco and Northern and Central 
California. 
Good 
acreage property 
is to-day as much in demand as at 
any 
time in what 
was 
known 
as the "booni.” The number of people 
who realize that they cannot get on with­ 
out the climate of Southern California 
was never so large as now, and the 
migration to this section will he larger 
than was over before chronicled. While 
an occasional "paper” town has been 
blotted out, at least for tho present, the 
work of development and of railway ex­ 
tension goes steadily on. The movement 
of population towards this section is so 
large, and will boeame so much largei 
that even the "paper” towns will be 
brought into play in time, while all prop 
erly located towns for which there ever was 
any legitimate excuse are already on 
sit re and satisfactory basis. 
Take it for 
all in all, matter:; aro very bright in Los 
Angelos just now, business of all kin is is 
good and if we have any "busted 
“ boom" we don't know it. In fact, the 
legitimate growth travestied by that 
absurd word is a remarkably comely and 
prepossessing looking proposition.

Chicago, June 22.—The sensation of 
the (lav was the withdrawal from the con­ 
test of Cbauncey M. Dopew, and the de­ 
cision of the New York delegation to sup­ 
port ex-Senator IlarriBon for President. 
It has for some days been apparent that 
Depew could not hope for the nomina­ 
tion, and lie has been feeling considera­ 
bly chagrined that he should have been 
led into the mistake of allowing his name 
to be presented. After the three ballots 
in the first session of the Convention, to­ 
day, during which the votes in but small 
measure varied from a complimentary 
status, Pepew requested the remaining 
three delegates-at-large from New York 
to meet him in council. To them he an­ 
nounced his decision to retire, and the 
four delegates and leaders at once en­ 
deavored to revive the original policy of 
the New York delegation, and choose a 
man to receive the substantially united 
snppori of the State. 
Honator Hiscock has been rather favor- 
ble to Allison ; his Senatorial colleague, 
Platt, has favored Alger; Miller has been 
a Sherman man. Depew has had no second 
choice, and the three other delegate» 
agreed to cast their influence for any 
man whom Depew might name. Fol­ 
lowing out this 
programme, 
Depew 
selected Harrison, of Indiana, and after 
lie had formally withdrawn Ids own 
namo, the New York delegation decided 
by a vote of sixty-five to seven, to follow 
his leadership. 
Much 
excitement 
prevailed 
upon 
this decision Incoming known, and 
Harrison's nomination at the even­ 
ing 
Bession was fully predicted. But
